Notes From D.A. 


HUGH McPHAIL 

I have had several cases of 
spruce trees being injured by the 
spruce mite. The following article 
describes this pest and gives its life 
history. 

The spruce mite is a pest of 
major importace throughout Can- 
ada. Its food plants include spruce, 
balsam, cedar, hemlock and certain 
species of pine. Trees in poor 
growing condition from transplant- 
ing. unfavorable soil or crowded 
conditions, are usually the most 
seriously infested. Dry seasons 
favor the development of the 
spruce mite, while extremely high 
temperatures will cause heavy 
mortality and dashing rains will 

; wash considerable numbers from 
' the twigs and needles. 

Infested trees are characterized 
| by a dingy yellow or rusty brown 
| appearance of the foliage and the 

presence of a fine network of 
webbing over the twigs and needles 
A closer examination will reveal 
very small dark green or brown ob- 
jects moving over the needles and 
through the webbing. When an in- 
festation is severe, the needles dry 
and drop off, those on the lower 
branches going first. Small trees 
and nursery stock may be killed in 
one year and mature trees in three 
or four years. 

The mite overwinters in the egg 
stage. The eggs are deposited on 
the twigs, at the base of the needles 
or under loose bud scales and hatch 
during the first week in May. Af- 
ter hatching from the egg. the mite 
passes through nymphal stages be- 
fore becoming an adult. In general, 
one generation will be completed in 
thirty days in the spring or fall, 
but in hot weather the time may be 
reduced to 15 days. 

Thus. several generations occur 
in rapid succession during the 
summer until September, when the 
winter eggs are laid. The adult fe- 
male lives about 30 days and lays 
from 25 to 50 eggs. The nymphs 
and adults spin conspicious webb- 
ing which serves as an excellent 
protection for all stages against 
weather and natura) enemies 

The adult mite crawls easily from 
one part of the tree to another, but 
the chief means of dispersion from 
tree to tree lies in wind currents 
which may carry all stages of the 
mites for considerable distances, 
Distribution of nursery or other 
stocks is an important avenue 
through which infestations may be 
spread from one locality to another. 

The eggs when first laid are pale 
yellow in color but gradually 
change to reddish brown. When 
first hatched, the young mites are 
bright pink, changing to dark 
green and finally to blackish brown 
in the mature adults

Goldsmith, author of the “Vicar 
of Wakefield.” was very much con- 
cerned about the indescriminate 
use of capital punishment in the 
18th century. Harsh penalties did 
not prevent numerous crimes. He 
wrote: “When by indescriminate 
penal laws the nation beholds the 
same punishment affixed to dis- 
similar degrees of guilt, the people 
are led to lose all sense of distinc- 
tion in the crime, and this distinc- 
tion is the bulwark of all morality.’ 

In recent times the use of capital 
punishment has caused a great deal 
of discussion. In England a man 
named Bentley was hanged, in 
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spite of public demonstrations and | 


parliamentary debate, as the man 
to be held accountable for the mur- 
der of a policeman, although the 
actual killing was done by a young 
man who was too young to be held 
fully responsible, and also too 
young to be executed. 

In the States, the two Rosenbergs 
were electrocuted for betraying 
their country. Numerous trials 
postponements and appeals result- 
ed in enormous emotional tension 
that increased with each delay and 
left the issue in doubt up to the 
very time of their death. 

Were the accused guilty, as 
charged? The protracted legal 
struggle increased the uncertainty 
of their guilt and the question- 
able (?) method of punishment. 
There ought to be no uncertainty 
as to the enormity of the crime 
committed. and many would feel 
that the death penalty was called 
for, with no uncertainty about the 
penalty. Nevertheless the entire 
proceedings fixed attention on the 


method of punishment rather than | 
on the necessity of a steadfast loy- | 
alty to one’s country. It is a miser-_ 


‘able episode throughout. 
{| Some months ago the United 
| Church. at its general council, made 
| provision for a commission to study 
the contentious issue of capital 
| punishment. At this point in time 
lit is necessary to deal firmly with 
|murder, treason and all other 
| manifestations of human sinful- 
; ness, What the law did not prevent 
it has not clearly forestalled.

| that the most effective safeguard 
is not the righteousness that is of 
the law but the redemption that is 
of Christ. He himself was executed, 
along with two thieves.

Weed Spraying with 2,4-D: The 
spraying season is with us again, a! 
little later than usual. Now is a 
good time to get your equipment | 
veady. Clean and flush out the 


tank, hose lines, boom. Go over all/ 
hose clamps and connections and | 
repair or replace doubtful parts. | 
Make sure all nozzles work prop- | 
erly. Adjust the booms for height. | 
This is usually 2 to 2'y feet above | 
the ground. A little time spent 
now in carefully checking over 
every point is good business. 

Most of the newer type sprayers 
are now equipped with a bi-pass | 
arrangement which constantly re- | 
turns part of the fluid to the sup- | 
ply tank. This ensures adequate 
and constant mixing of the solu- | 
tion. This is a very important part | 
ot any sprayer. Some of the older | 
sprayers had no provision for bi- | 
pass. If this is your case, it can 
easily be put on at small cost. 

I will be glad to give you a dia- 
gram suitable to use on your parti- 
cular Kind of sprayer. Tempera- | 
ture has a distinct bearing on the 
effectiveness of 2,4-D. Seventy de- | 
grees or higher is ideal for best re- 
sults. If below 60 it may be advis- | 
able to slightly increase the appli- | 
cation rate of acid per acre. }
